an Artist Whose Word 


Painting 


Is as Rich, and Exquisite in Color 


as Millet's Painting on 


Cauvas. 


The gallery had to be opened lasi 


evening at the Market street Presby- 
terian church to accommodate the au- 
dience that 
thronged 
to hear Dr. 


Koehne. Frequent bursts of applause 
attested the. interest cf his hearers. 
As the people streamed from the build- 
iK'-Z, expressions of enthusiastic praise 
were heard on every side; It was a 
select discriminating audience, made 
up of the thoughtful, reading-, cultured 
element of the city. 


Dr. Koehne's subject was, "The Con- 


flict between Caesar and tlie Christ- 
ians." It. was a panorama, of the gold- 
en age of Rome, rich 
in. historic 


figures—poets, philisophen?. emperors, 
priests of the old faith, followers of 
the Nazarcne—instinct with life, that 
passed before the vision, pictured by 
that mastf;r of word painting, John B. 
Koehne. His analysis of the political 
and social life of Rome at the intro- 
duction of Christianity, of tho reasons 
for the distrust and hatred of the 
Christians, which culminated in ten 
great persecutions, was clear, inform- 
ing and convincing. In a passage of 
splendid force and .beauty, in which 
against the dark background of Nero's 
character he placed the ahiaiag Sgure 
of Paul, he roused his audience—and 
Lima audiences have the reputation of 
high pitch of enthusiasm. 


His climax was a. reply to Gibbon, 


that electrified' his hearers. He des- 
cribed heathenism as a storm cloud, 
Judaism the arch in the cloud and 
Christianity as the sun, streaming in 
glory through. 
Heathenism "was im- 


snanity upon its face in. the dust, in 
despair; Judaism, humanity upon its 
knees praying and prophesying; in 


hristianity humanity stood upright 


on Its feet asd reaching upward, clasp- 
ed the hand of God.

Canada and most of the countrtoa of 


South Aiw-rlea, though offering a less 
desirable home, are constantly Inviting 
immigrants. 
While Canada has for 


years been stirrinff up the Inhabitants 
of continental Europe to migrate, It is 
said that the results of her agitation 
tt-ive inured to the advantage or dis- 
advantage, us the case may be, of the 
United State*. Most of the Iramifn-ants 
who reach Canada find the climate 
rather severe and decide to go a little 
farther anci cross the line iuto the 


'nlU'd States. 
It la not unknown fof statea In the 


American Union to have commissions 
for the encouragement of immigration 
from Europe, but their work does not 
conflict with the restrictive measures 
t)f tbe immigration service, nor would 
their policy be antagonized by the ex- 
clusion plans which have frequently 
been proposed for congressional ac- 
tion and will doubtless come up again 
this winter. Maryland has such an Im- 
migration commission, which sends a 
representative to Europe each year to 
•distribute literature and otherwise en- 
courage those who may be thinking 
of coming this way. This commission 
•publishes In the Maryland newspapers 
from time to time reports of its work. 
Its efforts arc of course directed to- 
ward the western European ana not to 
"those people of the Mediterranean 
countries which are now crowding 
hither in such numbers. 


Immigration restriction will probably 


come before congress again this win- 
ter.

blockade of Havana. During tin- time i 
was on shore, after having had my 
conference with him, there were sev- 
eral of the 
Cuban people resident 


there who informed me that the prov- 
ince in which CU-nfi.cgos was situ- 
ated, and from th.it. to the westward, 
was almost thnrnughly occupied by 
Spanish troops, and that we had bet- 
ter be careful in any attempt at inter- 
course. ! hastened off and on my xvay 
to the ship in the afternoon I thought. 

At 
all events, when 1 got on board, deter- 
mining to go at once off Santiago, the 
flagship had arrived and salutes were 
exchanged.

"The order, if I remember correctly. 


stated that, under any circumstances.

He also told me that, whichever 
side I went on, to remember that they 
were very heavily fortified, and that 
his confidential instructions, which he 
delivered to me verbally, were that we 
were not to risk our battleships

had been disposed of. My recollection 
now is that he told me the fleet was 
at Curacoa.
